CESSATION OF HOSTILITIES

Dispatches Announce That Russian and
Japan Have Selected President

Roosevelt to Arrange Terms of Peace
and an Armistice Will Be Declared.

New York, March 31.—Repeated an-

nouncements in regard to the proxim-
ity of peace are confirmed It 1s as-
gerted In a dispatch from a Times cor-
respondent at St Petersburg, by in-
formation from what is called an un-
impeachable source, showing that Rus-
sia and Japan have selected President
Roosevelt as meditator, that negotia-
tions are aiready ln progress, and that
tha snapansion of hostilities shortly
may be expected.
